"Jimmy"  Stewart,  Agnes  Sligh  Turnbull 

To  Accept  Honorary  Doctorates 


Two  notable  personalities  who  have  a  great  deal  of  identity  with  both  the  Indiana 
area  and  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania,  actor  James  "Jimmy"  Stewart  and  author 
Agnes  Sligh  Turnbull,  feature  the  University  Centennial  beginning  Convocation  at 
George  P.  Miller  Stadium  Friday,  September  13. 

Both  will  be  awarded  honorary  Doctor  of  Letters  degrees.  Stewart,  who  Indianians 
without  exception  pride  as  their  "hometown  boy,"  was  born  and  raised  in  Indiana, 
attended  the  campus  Model  School,  before  going  on  to  graduate  from  Princeton 
University  and  to  gain  motion  picture  fame. 

Nominee  for  five  Academy  Awards  and  winner  of  one  as  Best  Actor  of  the  Year  in 
1940  for  his  role  in  The  Philadelphia  Story,  Stewart  has  also  gained  reputation  for  his 
military  service  record.  He  is  one  of  only  two  Air  Force  Reserve  officers  to  earn  its 
Distinguished  Service  Medal. 

Mrs.  Turnbull,  valedictorian  of  the  Indiana  Normal  School  Class  of  1910,  was  born 
in  nearby  New  Alexandria,  and  her  many  books  almost  without  exception  have  dealt 
with  her  beloved  Western  Pennsylvania.  The  New  Yorl<:  Times  credits  her  as  "one  of 
the  country's  most  popular  novelists." 

Her  first  novel.  The  Rolling  Years,  a  1936  three  generation  historical  narrative 
based  in  fact,  recently  entered  its  36th  printing.  Others  have  included  The  Richlands, 

Her     Wedding    Journey,     The     Bishop's 


Mantle  and  The  Day  Must  Dawn.  She  has 
resided  for  more  than  50  years  in  Maple- 
wood,  New  Jersey. 

Pennsylvania  Governor  Milton  Shapp 
will  attend  the  Convocation.  Also  speak- 
ing will  be  President  William  W.  Hassler  and  Dr.  John  E.  Merryman  of  the  University 
faculty,  who  recently  authored  an  extensive  doctoral  dissertation  dealing  with  campus 
history.  Numerous  special  guests  will  be  involved. 

This  beginning  Convocation  will  lead  off  a  full  year  of  celebration  involving  all 
segments  of  the  University  community  commemorating  its  founding  in  1875. 
Thousands  of  students,  townspeople,  alumni  and  friends  are  expected  to  take  part  in 
the  many  activities  planned.  (See  center  section.) 

Prior  to  the  Convocation,  there  will  be  a  special  luncheon,  to  which  some  1700 
guests  have  been  invited.  Following,  the  public  is  welcome  to  a  reception.  And  the  day 
will  mark  the  beginning  of  a  "Jimmy  Stewart  Film  Festival"  to  continue  through  the 
year.

President  Previews  Mission 

of  University  Second  Century 

As  Indiana  begins  her  second  century  of  service  as  an  educational  institution  of 
higher  learning,  it  is  appropriate  to  consider  our  mission.  Alfred  North  Whitehead 
some  years  ago  aptly  defined  the  task  of  the  University  as  that  of  "creating  the 
future."  In  fulfilling  this  mission  it  is  imperative  that  we  be  guided  by  the  broad 
outlines  of  an  overall  plan.  Such  plans  are  now  being  formulated  at  the  University  in 
conjunction  with  comprehensive  plans  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  region 
of  the  Commonwealth  in  which  we  are  located.  In  this  manner  it  is  hoped  that  we  shall 
be  able  to  continue  to  offer  strong  basic  programs  together  with  special  ones  in  a 
pattern  which  integrates  rather  than  duplicates  the  offerings  of  sister  institutions. 

Practically,  this  effort  is  being  conducted  concurrently  at  all  levels.  Thus  the 
University  Planning  Commission  composed  of  administrators  and  faculty  is  drawing  up 
plans  for  programs  which  will  utilize  most  effectively  the  resources  we  possess.  These 
will  be  meshed  with  the  statewide  plan  for  the  state  colleges  and  university  as  well  as 
with  colleges  and  universities  in  Southwestern  Pennsylvania.  We  naturally  take  great 
pride  in  our  outstanding  programs  and  feel  that  we  have  much  to  offer  in  the  coming 
decades. 

One  aspect  of  our  planning  which  we  find  particularly  exciting  is  that  dealing  with 
the  concept  of  expanding  our  academic  offerings  to  an  increasing  extent  to  individuals 
who  have  special  needs,  such  as  professionals  desiring  to  update  their  expertise, 
housewives  who  wish  to  take  courses  either  for  cultural  enrichment  or  for  career 
purposes,  employees  whose  responsibilities  and  schedules  prevent  them  from  attending 
college  full  time  and  our  senior  citizens.  It  is  my  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  design 
programs  which  will  meet  their  special  needs. 

I  have  dwelled  at  some  length  on  the  academic  offerings,  and  I  would  like  to  close 
by  reemphasizing  the  philosophy  which  Dean  Meeder  of  Rutgers  University  stated  that 
"academic  excellence  is  more  of  a  climate  than  a  curriculum."  That  is,  the  friendly, 
helpful  atmosphere  which  we  endeavor  to  maintain  on  our  campus  still  remains  one  of 
our  most  important  and  attractive  features.  For  example,  prior  to  an  August  Senior 
Citizens  Day  on  campus,  the  Indiana  Penn  suggested  that  students  engage  the  visiting 
senior  citizens  in  friendly  conversation  and  be  of  general  assistance  in  anyway  possible. 
And  as  usual  this  is  what  the  students  and  faculty  did. 

I  trust  that  as  many  of  you  as  possible  will  attend  our  Centennial  events  during  the 
coming  academic  year,  and  I  wish  to  extend  a  special  invitation  to  you  to  attend  the 
Centennial  Convocation.

MRS.  ALMEDA  McCLELLEN  SABIDO 

RESPONDS  TO  AWARDING  OF  CITATION 

Mrs.  Alameda  McClellen  Sabido  '50,  in  accepting  the  21st  annual  Alumni  Citation 
for  distinguished  service,  gave  the  following  response  to  the  Alumni  Luncheon  in  May. 
We  thought  it  most  worthwhile  to  print  in  full. 

With  great  humility,  deep  gratitude  and  enormous  pride,  I  accept  this  21st  annual 
Alumni  Citation.  I  want  to  share  the  personal  gratification  of  this  moment  by  paying 
tribute  to  my  sister,  Mrs.  Lucindia  McClellen  Harris,  who  was  the  first  black  graduate 
of  this  University  in  1941,  and  who  blazed  a  path  so  that  I  might  walk.  This  Citation 
brings  to  me  an  attainment  of  unequaled  importance.  I  am  honored. 

These  past  two  and  a  half  months  since  I  first  learned  I  was  to  be  awarded  this 
Citation  have  been  a  time  of  reflection  and  introspection  for  me  and,  therefore,  a 
period  of  self-evaluation  and  renewal  of  personal  commitments. 

I  have  tried  to  delineate  the  significance  of  the  years  spent  at  lUP.  i  can  say  without 
qualification  that  my  student  years  here  were  some  of  the  most  meaningful  of  my  life. 
I  can  also  say  without  qualification  that  those  years  helped  me  to  achieve  the  inner 
strength,  maturity  and  motivation  to  go  out  into  the  world  determined  to  make  a 
contribution. 

Here  I  learned  to  live  and  deal  with  reality,  as  difficult  as  reality  can  sometimes  be. 
I  experienced  meaningful  interpersonal  relationships  with  equal  amounts  of  pain  and 
pleasure,  and  concurrently  earned  a  degree  in  education  which  has  indirectly  touched 
the  lives  of  many,  many  people. 

A  bachelor  of  science  in  secondary  education  with  an  English  major  may  at  first 
glance  seem  to  be  light  years  away  from  a  psychiatric  social  worker.  But  after  all,  the 
articulation  of  thoughts  and  feelings  in  both  written  and  spoken  communication  is 
basic  to  all  relationships  whether  they  are  in  a  classroom  or  in  a  mental  health  center. 

In  essence,  I  feel  that  the  years  spent  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania 
provided  a  solid  base  for  whatever  contribution  I  have  been  able  to  make  and  for  all 
my  yet  unfilled  aspirations.  I  am  grateful  for  having  had  those  opportunities  which 
made  my  professional  career  possible  and  to  this  University  for  having  helped  me  to 
learn  to  negotiate  life. 


Association  Opposes 
Commonwealth  University 

In  the  spring  edition  of  the  Report  to 
the  Alumni,  full  information  in  regard  to 
the  proposed  Pennsylvania  Common- 
wealth University  being  considered  by  the 
legislature  was  given.  The  following,  a 
letter  written  to  all  state  Senators  and 
Representatives,  represents  our  Alumni 
Association  position  — 

As  we  are  sure  you  are  well  aware,  the 
proposal  of  establishing  a  new  Common- 
wealth University  of  Pennsylvania  com- 
prised of  the  present  13  state  colleges  and 
Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  has 
recently  been  introduced. 

On  recent  occasions,  the  leadership 
organizations  of  our  University  Alumni 
Association,  the  Executive  Board  and 
Alumni  Council,  as  well  as  the  total 
Association  in  its  annual  meeting,  extend- 
ed their  full  consideration. 

As  a  result,  it  was  unanimously  agreed, 
"That  we  oppose  the  creation  of  the 
proposed  Commonwealth  University,  as 
well  as  any  other  means  that  would 
diminish  the  academic  autonomy  of 
Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania,  but 
that  we  advocate  the  increasing  striving 
on  the  part  of  the  state  colleges  and 
University,  together  with  all  colleges  and 
universities  across  the  state,  to  cooperate 
in  meaningful  ways." 

This  resolution  of  course  makes  a  very 
clear  stand  against  the  intended  thrust  of 
the  proposed  legislation.  We  as  graduates 
are  concerned  that  Indiana  University 
retain  the  opportunity  of  furthering  in 
every  way  possible  the  qualities  for  which 
it  has  become  known  and  respected. 

Our  academic  leaders  have  throughout 
the  history  of  the  University  proven  of 
effective  leadership.  Through  this  new 
legislation,  such  opportunity  to  lead 
could  be  lost  to  an  appreciable  degree, 
anddecisions  would  increasingly  be  reach- 
ed externally. 

At  the  same  time,  our  resolution  we 
hope  just  as  firmly  advocates  increasing 
the  opportunity  for  all  of  our  colleges 
and  universities,  both  public  and  private, 
state  and  state-related,  to  reach  through 
an  encouraged  initiative  the  full  measure 
of  benefits  that  can  be  achieved  by 
meaningfully  relating  to  each  other. 

With  the  foregoing  in  mind  as  our 
position  regarding  the  Commonwealth 
University  legislation,  we  request  your 
consideration  and  evaluation,  and  we 
hope  that  such  deliberation  might  lead  to 
a  decision  not  to  enact. 

This  proposal,  if  enacted,  could  have 
profound  effect  on  the  future  status  and 
directions  of  Indiana  University.  In  this 
light,  we  urge  the  continued  interest  of  all 
individual  graduates,  and  the  making 
known  of  your  thoughts  to  your  respec- 
tive legislators  in  Harrisburg.

SUE  MYERS  72  REPORTS 

ON  AFRICAN  EXPERIENCE 


INVOLVEMENTS  OF  GRADUATES 

PORTRAY  DIVERSE  INTERESTS 


Sue  Myers  '72  this  past  summer  com- 
pleted a  two  year  term  with  the  Peace 
Corps  teaching  biology  in  the  French 
language  at  the  Secondary  School  of 
Katoka  in  the  Republic  of  Zaire  (the  for- 
mer Belgian  Congo),  Africa,  while  there 
bringing  about  the  lasting,  tangible  con- 
tribution of  a  new  classroom/office  build- 
ing. 

Made  possible  through  contributions 
of  her  home  church  in  Carlisle,  the  new 
building  will  augment  the  school  Sue 
found  of  three  dirtfloored  structures  serv- 
ing 450  students  and  14  teachers  in  a 
village  at  least  partly  of  grass  huts.  She 
describes  her  first  day  class  — 

"Picture  80  eager  black  faces  jammed 
into  one  room,  four  to  a  two  person 
bench  —  just  sitting  there  waiting  for 
someone  to  come  and  teach  them  some- 
thing. And  others  peering  into  the  rooms 
through  the  slots  in  the  walls,  waiting, 
and  hoping  against  hope,  that  they  may 
be  admitted  to  the  already  overflowing, 
understaffed,  equipmentless  school." 

Despite  these  obstacles.  Sue  makes 
clear  that  she  greatly  enjoyed  and  valued 
her  experience  there.  She  and  a  room- 
mate lived  in  the  home  of  a  former 
missionary,  working  among  representa- 
tives of  several  nations.  Of  the  challenge, 
she  says,  "They  are  so  anxious  to  have  us 
teach  them." 


VETERANS  ENCOURAGED 

BY  SPECIAL  PROGRAM 

More  than  400  veterans  were  enrolled 
at  lUP  for  the  1973-74  academic  year, 
many  through  a  special  admission  pro- 
gram for  veterans.

Spinelli,  Frazier, 

Crossan  Honored 

Appropriate  scholarship  awards  have 
recently  been  established  on  campus  to 
perpetuate  the  nnemories  of  three  young 
graduates  who,  among  others,  have  passed 
away  all  too  prematurely.  They  are  Gre- 
gory W.  Spinelli  '70,  Thomas  V.  Frazier 
'70  and  John  "Jack"  Crossan  '60. 

Spinelli  was  shot  and  killed  in  March 
of  1973  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina, 
while  attempting  to  arrest  a  fugitive  in 
the  line  of  duty  as  FBI  special  agent.  The 
scholarship  in  his  honor  has  been  estab- 
lished primarily  through  law  enforcement 
organizations  and  is  for  a  senior  criminol- 
ogy student. 

Frazier,  who  was  active  in  campus 
dramatics,  was  killed  in  an  automobile 
accident  in  the  fall  of  1971  as  he  was 
beginning  his  second  year  of  teaching.  His 
parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Victor  Frazier  of 
Meridian  (Butler  County)  have  estab- 
lished a  financial  grant  for  students  in- 
volved in  theater  at  Indiana. 

Crossan,  who  set  the  Indiana  basket- 
ball record  for  career  scoring  in  the 
Fifties  that  has  never  been  broken,  passed 
away  unexpectedly  last  spring.  He  had 
been  teaching  in  the  Pittsburgh  area.  A 
number  of  friends  and  family  are  pre- 
sently working  to  fully  establish  a  schol- 
arship program. 

In  addition,  a  study  room  has  been 
dedicated  within  Pierce  Military  Hall  to 
honor  James  K.  Flannery  '68,  who  was 
killed  in  action  in  Vietnam.  This  took 
place  in  1970. 


Campus  Memorials  Reached 
To  Honor  Walter  Shea 

Former  students  and  faculty  who  were 
well  acquainted  with  the  late  Walter  Shea, 
sociology  professor  and  adviser  to  Phi 
Sigma  Kappa  fraternity  who  passed  away 
a  few  years  ago,  have  indicated  renewed 
interest  in  establishing  appropriate 
memorials  to  him  on  campus. 

As  a  result,  volumes  have  been  placed 
in  Stabley  Library  in  his  honor,  and  a 
research/seminar  room  in  Keith  Hall  has 
been  dedicated  to  his  memory.  Further 
financial  contributions  are  still  welcome, 
in  the  interest  of  either  acquiring  library 
materials  or  of  making  the  room  more 
attractive.

Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania 
...OUR  FIRST  CENTURY 

A  Prologue 


The  Pennsylvania  General  Assennbly  passed  legisla- 
tion in  1871  establishing  a  Normal  School  at  Indiana. 
The  first  building,  named  John  Sutton  Hall  in  honor 
of  the  first  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  was 
opened  on  May  17,  1875,  with  the  proud  announce- 
ment: WARMED  BY  STEAM  and  LIGHTED  BY  GAS 
THROUGHOUT. 

The  high  academic  standards  that  have  been 
Indiana's  hallmark  for  a  century  were  emphasized 
early.  The  1875  Catalogue  stated,  "We  feel  confident 
that  there  are  no  better  opportunities  to  obtain  a 
general  business,  and  scientific,  and  liberal  education 
.  .  .  than  will  be  afforded  at  this  institution."  The 
Catalogue  cautioned  that  "students  shall  not  corre- 
spond, walk  or  ride  with  those  of  the  opposite  sex." 

Jane  E.  Leonard,  whose  name  is  synonymous  with 
the  first  half  century,  describes  in  her  1888  history 
that  the  oak  trees  planted  in  the  1870's  were 
flourishing.  She  noted  with  satisfaction  that  almost 
two  hundred  of  the  graduates  were  now  teaching,  but 
five  of  the  women  had  married.  Indiana's  reputation 
for  excellence  in  teacher  education  has  continued  to 
this  day,  but  times  and  the  nature  of  the  student 
body  have  continually  altered  social  regulations. 

From  the  beginning  the  quality  of  Indiana's  pro- 
gram and  the  beauty  of  the  campus  attracted  students 
throughout  Pennsylvania,  although  attention  has 
always  been  given  to  the  commuter.  The  trials  of 
commuting  from  Homer  City  were  featured  in  an 
early  yearbook.  In  recent  decades  many  states  and 
foreign  countries  have  been  represented  in  the  stu- 
dent body. 

In  April  1920  the  ownership  of  the  school  passed 
to  the  Commonwealth  and  in  May  1927,  the  State 
Normal  School  at  Indiana  became  a  Teachers  College 
with  the  right  to  grant  degrees.  This  period  saw  the 
rapid  growth  of  academic  and  social  organizations. 
The  Lincoln  Debating  Society  and  the  Mother  Goose 
Club  were  exemplary  in  attracting  large  memberships. 
The  faculty  corn  roast  was  an  annual  tradition. 

Despite  closing  threats  and  enrollment  concerns 
during  the  depression  years,  the  program  continued 
to  expand,  helped  by  the  aid  of  films  and  the  radio. 
The  Open  Forum  debate  in  1934  on  the  Naval 
Appropriations  Bill  drew  a  large  audience.  Students 
began  to  question  the  need  for  a  quiet  hour  on 
Sunday,  but  forgot  their  complaints  long  enough  to 
dance  the  Big  Apple  to  the  tune  of  the  Dipsy  Doodle. 

The  new  Laboratory  School  building  was  opened 
in  1939  to  provide  additional  training  experiences. 
No  young  student  of  the  experimental  school,  how- 


ever,  equalled   the   notoriety   of  an  earlier  alumnus, 
Jimmy  Stewart. 

The  Second  World  War  caused  a  sharp  decline  in 
enrollment,  particularly  of  male  students.  "We  had 
our  letters  and  our  memories,"  remarked  one  co-ed. 
The  post-war  years  witnessed  a  phenomenal  growth  in 
student  enrollment  and  in  the  physical  plant  despite  a 
destructive  fire  to  Leonard  Hall  in  1952.  Much  of  this 
was  planned  and  carried  out  during  the  long  presi- 
dency of  Willis  E.  Pratt.  Indiana  continued  its  interest 
in  world  affairs  and  in  1953  hosted  a  model  United 
Nations  with  Mrs.  Eleanor  Roosevelt  as  honored 
speaker.  During  this  period  the  Indiana  community 
cooperated  with  and  participated  in  the  expansion. 
An  editorial  in  the  Penn,  the  student  newspaper,  gave 
the  credit:  "Indiana's  people  tend  to  go  out  of  their 
way  to  provide  a  happy  nine  month  home  for  more 
than  1500  students  who  are  truly  grateful  for  and 
proud  of  their  college  town." 

The  post-war  developments  were  no  more  evident 
than  in  athletics.  The  traditions  were  set  early  in  the 
century,  however,  when  a  football  team  scored  over 
100  points  and  track  members  set  national  records. 
The  groundwork  of  Coach  George  Miller  was 
expanded  in  plant  and  program.  In  1974  Indiana 
athletes  are  collegiate  all-Americans  and  on  profes- 
sional rosters.  Many  alumni  remained  convinced  with 
the  Penn  editor  in  1955,  however,  that  "Marshall 
Woodring  was  Indiana's  greatest  all-time  athlete." 

In  1950  the  ROTC  Program  was  established  and 
the  name  of  the  institution  was  changed  again  in 
1960  to  Indiana  State  College,  inaugurating  a  liberal 
arts  program  which  graduated  its  first  students  in 
1964.  A  Graduate  School  was  instituted  and  under 
the  leadership  of  its  first  dean,  I.  Leonard  Stright, 
masters  and  doctoral  level  programs  have  been  devel- 
oped. This  activity  culminated  in  the  granting  of 
university  status  to  Indiana' in  December  1965. 

Student  unrest  of  the  1960's,  common  on  many 
campuses,  was  minimized  at  Indiana  by  the  develop- 
ment of  the  University  Senate  that  provided  for 
considerable  student  participation.  The  expansion  of 
the  concept  of  the  multi-purpose  university  in  the 
1970's  has  been  the  work  of  the  current  president, 
William  W.  Hassler,  who  must  see  Indiana  through 
current  issues,  including  faculty  collective  bargaining 
and  the  contemplated  Commonwealth  University. 

Since  1875,  Indiana  has  graduated  over  35,000 
students  who  carry  with  them  ten  decades  of  proud 
traditions.  The  current  10,000  students  will  build  on 
these  and  create  their  own:  OUR  FIRST  CENTURY: 
A  PROLOGUE.

COLONEL  SAMUEL  LOBODA  '36  and  his  U.  S.  Army  Band  and  Chorus  will  cone  to 
campus  as  part  of  Indiana's  Centennial  both  to  play  at  November  9's  football  game 
with  Lock  Haven  and  to  give  a  free  public  concert  that  evening  at  Fisher  Auditorium. 
This  occasion  will  mark  the  25th  anniversary  of  ROTC  at  lUP. 

As  the  U.  S.  Army  Band  serves  as  the  official  band  in  Washington,  D.C.,  for  all  state 
occasions,  and  is  on  direct  call  of  the  President  at  any  time,  it  travels  little.  Regarded 
as  one  of  the  finest  bands  of  any  kind  in  the  world,  its  visit  to  Indiana  is  regarded  as  a 
singular  honor. 

Leading  off  the  home  football  season  September  21  will  be  a  first  Band  Day,  to 
which  a  large  number  of  area  high  school  bands  have  been  invited  to  join  with  the 
University  Marching  Band  for  the  Cortland  of  New  York  game.  Traditional  Parents 
Day  is  set  for  the  California  game  November  2. 

University  Day,  with  the  University's  two  centers  of  Kittanning  and  Punxsutawney 
as  well  as  all  other  off  campus  students  specially  involved,  is  scheduled  for  September 
28's  Shippensburg  game.  And  the  East  Stroudsburg  game  of  November  16  will  be 
billed  as  Community  Day. 

Hoping  to  post  a  winning  season  this  Centennial  campaign,  head  coach  Bill  Neal  will 
take  his  Big  Indians  on  the  road  to  Northwood  of  Michigan  September  14,  Edinboro, 
Clarion  and  Slippery  Rock  October  5,  19  and  26.  This  will  represent  the  first  ten  game 
schedule  ever  for  the  Braves. 


Looking  ahead  to  next  spring,  tiie  Pittsburgh  Symphony  Chamber  Orchestra  when 
it  visits  the  campus  in  April  will  premier  a  specially  commissioned  work  to  be  written 
by  composer  Daniel  Perlongo  of  the  University  music  faculty.  He  is  one  of  few  to  be 
awarded  the  famed  Prix  de  Rome  twice. 

As  an  addition  to  the  schedule  to  the  left,  a  Centennial  Dinner  at  Folger  Dining  Hall 
will  precede  the  Saturday  evening,  April  13,  performance.  As  two  pre-Centennial 
events  of  the  past  year,  the  University  sponsored  concerts  by  the  famed  Fred  Waring 
and  by  noted  pianist  Leonid  Hambro.
